"RUSSIAN SOVET 


Plans Brought to Light 
When Free-Lance Revo- 
lutionist Is Jailed on Lar- 
ceny Charge. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, March 6.—Walter L. 
Webster, insurance broker, was jail- 
ed today in default of $10,000 bail on 
an indictment charging the larceny of 
more than $30,000 subscribed by 37 
manufacturing concerns throughout 
the country to finance a corporation 
fur trading with Russia when a plan 
to overthrow the soviet government 
materialized. 

Webster told these manufacturers 
that a group of Russians, formerly as- 
tsociated with the ezars government 
joined with a number of Japanese 
diplomats would overthrow the soviet 
government and organize a_ United 
States of Russia, according to the 
_ testimony. 

Webster was indicted, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Geraty stated, upon the, 
testimony of Samuel Wells, another |

finers, against the A. B. Small com- 
pany, local wholesale grocer, Judge 
William Hl. Barrett, in United States 
district court, today laid down a rul-

The suit, which has been hanging 
fire since 1920, grew out of the re- 
pudiation of contracts to purchase 
sugar for future delivery by a num- 
ber of wholesale grocers. 

It was testified on the witness stand 
by Ody H. Lamborn, connected with 
tue plaintiff company, that Mr. Small, 
Who at that time was head of the 
Georgia Wholesale Grocers’ associa- 
tion, was a leader in a general move- 
ment amoung wholesalers to repudiate 
pucchase contracts after the market 
broke in August of that year. 

According to the evidence in the 
case, the local wholesaler purchased 
au quantity of sugar at 25.5 cents a 
pound in the spring of 1920 for later 
delivery. In August the price of sugar 
hreke and continned downward until 
it reached 4.8 cents, 

Judge Barrett, in directing the ver- 
cict, ruled the plaintiff was entitled 
to the diiference between the con- 
tracted purchase price and the price 
for which the sugar was actually re- 
sold by the company after the contract 
had been repudiated, and with inferest 
on such amount from. the date the 
payment was due.

This is the season of the famous 
Magnolia Gardens near Charleston, 
S. C., and many Atlanta people are 
already arranging to make the trip for 
the purpose of visiting this famous 
Dreamland—said to be the most beau- 
tiful gardens in th: world. 

The Gardens open on March 7, but 
the flowers will not be in full bloom 
until the last two weeks in March, 
and they will probably be at their 
best during the last week of this 
month. 

These wonderful gardens have long 
attracted the «.ttention of the world. 
Constance Fenimore Woolson wrote of 
them in Harper’s Magazine in Decem- 
ber, 1875: “These gardens are like 
a mad artist’s 4reai: of hues—like the 
Arabian Nights; eyes that have never 
had color enough tu find a full feast 
and go away *atisfied at last.” 


Owen Wister in 1905 said of them: 
“No horticulture that I have ever 
seen devised by mortal man approaches | 
the unearthly enchantment of sie 
azaleas,” and John Galsworthy in 
Julyg1921, wrote in the Century Mag- 
azine. Nothing so free and gracious, } 
so lovely and wistful, nothing so rich- 
ly colored, yet so  ghostlike, exists, 
planted by the sons of men. It is 
a kind of paradise which has wander- 
ed down a miraculously enchanted 
wilderness,” 

An interesting historical] statement 
about and description of these fa- 
mous gardens has recently been pub- 
lished as follows: 

Story of Gardens, 

“For about 225 years the estate named 
‘Magnolia-on-the-Ashley,’ but now better 
known to the public as ‘Magnolia Gardens,’ 
has continuously been owned by the Drayton 
family and their descendants. The colonia! 
mansion of brick was destroyed by fire in 
the revolutionary period, end a secon] aweil- 
ing was ‘burned during tie war between 
the states. : 

“The old ‘steps of this second residence | 
now lead up to the present cottase—| 
the springtime residence of the owner. A 
Short time after inheriting this plamation, 
then comprising 1,872 acres, the Rev. John 
Grimke Drayton, owing to failing health, 
was ordered by his physician to spend his 
life in the open air. He conceived the 
idea of creating a garden, and thus was 
commenced the wonderland whose unrivaled 
beauty today is a monument to his ex- 
quisite taste and rare poetic feeling. The 
first plants of the species known ag ‘Azalea 
Indica’ were planted by Mr. Drayton in 
1843. These plants were imported into this 
country from the Orient to Philadelphia, 
Pa. The climate of Pennsylvania proved 
to be too severe for them, and Mr. Dray- 
ton was requested to try them in South 
Carolina. ‘The garden comprising 16 acres 
reveals the success of the experiment. In 
addition to the immense collection of 
azaleas, there is @ very valuable collection 
of the ‘Camellia Japonica.’ Probably no- 
where else may be found as many differ- 
ent varieties of these beautiful plants and 
flowers, 

“The camellias bloom somewhat earlier 
than the azaleas, so that tourists rarely 
see them in great profusion. This estate 
took its name from itg many fine speci- 
mens of the ‘Magnolia Grandiflora.’ In 
early May the bloom of these trees adds 
an aftermath of loveliness to the garden. 
Among many other interesting trees and 
shrubs there ig a specimen of the Califor- 
nia redwood. The parent tree was blown 
down in a cyclone, and the present tree 
is one of its branches, having sprung up 
from the recumbent trunk 

“When phosphate rock was discevered, 
Mr. Drayton sold most of his acreage to 
mining companies. There are heavy de- 
posits of this rock underlying the garden 
and lavwn, 

‘In front of the present residence, skirt. 
et by magnificent live oaks planted when 
the estate was young--a marked contrast 
to the exotic bloom and riot of color of 
the garden—lies the lawn—the English-like 
dignity of which is a rest{ml feature. This 
lawn is traversed by an avenue of live 
oaks equal in stateliness to itself. The 
garden hag never felt the touch of a pro- 
fessional landscape architect, for upon the 
death of Mr. Drayton in 1891 the care of 
it was assumed by his granddaughter, who 
inherited his love of, and skill with flow- 
rs. The direction of the garden ig atill 
in her hands, and only as a result of her 
unceasing attention has the standard 
by Mr. Drayton been maintained. When 
Mr. Drayton passed away, the property 
was inherited by his eldest daughter, Julia 
Drayton, wife of the late William §&. 
Hastie, of Charleston. Mrs. Hastie died 
in 1920 leaving Magnolia to her only sur- 
viving son, C. Norwood Hastie.”’
